characteristics. It usually creeps 
up on its victims without warn¬ 
ing*, damages the lungs without 
betraying any visible symptoms 
for a considerable time, and in 
advanced cases makes the act of 
breathing a desperate struggle.

Amendments to the minimum wmge law will make themselves 
felt in higher wages, not only for the millions directly covered by 
the law, but in the resulting escalation effects on all wmges arid 
salaries. People should remember there are tw r o sides to the coin 
when wages are increased—costs and prices. Increased wages mean 
higher production costs, and higher costs mean higher prices. No¬ 
where does this process carry more immediate impact than in the re¬ 
tail distribution industry which operates on very narrow profit mar¬ 
gins and consequently is unable to absorb any substantial cost in¬ 
creases. 

The mass-distribution system of today is an outgrowth of the 
merchandising technique developed by chain stores that established 
the policy of moving the greatest possible volume of goods at min¬ 
imum prices. Were it not for this high-volume, low-price philosophy 
which now governs the distribution industry, inflation would be ex¬ 
acting an even higher toll from consumers than it presently is. 
Every retail merchant in the land, however, whether he represents 
a major chain store system or a one-store enterprise, is in the un¬ 
fortunate position of being on the end of the line in the inflationary 
process. As costs rise, the end result must be passed on to the con¬ 
sumer at the retail counter. This is as true of Congressionally en¬ 
acted increases in the minimum wage as anything* else. 

So the next time you enter a store and find an item priced 
higher, do not blame the man behind the counter. Inflation is his 
eAemy too. He gets the kicks from his customers.

person any alcoholic beverage 
shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than $50. The Registrar may 
suspend his license up to three 
months on a conviction reported 
to him by the court if said minor 
was operating on a public way 
or way to which the public had a 
right of access. 


SECURITY 


Q. When were disability bene¬ 
fits first payable under social sec¬ 
urity? 

A. Protection against the loss 
of earnings due to disability has 
been a part of social security 
since 1954, when the “disability 
freeze” was enacted. Monthly dis¬ 
ability benefits, however, were not 
paid until July 1957, when dis¬ 
abled workers who were at least 
50 years of age could qualify. The 
age 50 requirement was dropped 
effective with November 196i‘. 
Since November 1960. monthly 
disability benefits could be paid 
to the disabled worker .provided 
he met the disability work re¬ 
quirement and the severity of dis¬ 
ability test. 

Q. Who is considered disabled? 

A. A person is considered dis¬ 
abled if he has a mental or phy¬ 
sical condition which prevents him 
from doing any substantial gain¬ 
ful work, and the condition is ex¬ 
pected to last (or has lasted) for 
at least 12 months, or is expected 
result in death. 

Q. I retired 4 years ago when 
I reached age 65 and I have been 
receiving old age benefits. I did 
continue doing some work until 
this year. My doctor now tells me 
I am disabled. Can 1 receive dis¬ 
ability benefits? 

A. No. Disability benefits are 
only payable to workers who be¬ 
came disabled prior to age 65. 
Since you retired at age 65, the 
amount of you)’ benefit is the 
same as if you had become dis¬ 
abled when you were age 65. A 
worker may not receive both old 
age benefits and disability bene¬ 
fits. 

Q. Does the disability still have 
to have lasted for 6 months be¬ 
fore benefits can be paid? 

A. Yes. The' 1965 amendments 
did not change this. The worker’s 
first check will be issued for the 
7th month of disability. However, 
the disabled worker should check 
with his social security office dur¬ 
ing the 6-month period. 

Q. What services in the extend¬ 
ed care facility will be covered? 

A. The sendees generally pro¬ 
vided in such facilities, including: 
semi-private room and board; 
nursing care; and physical, occu¬ 
pational, and speech therapy. 
Also drugs ordinarily, furnished 
' to inpatients.

CARRYING LIQUOR — Effec¬

to the school, which submits one 
of these filled out to the VA. 

In the first check the VA will 
pay the amount due at the end 
of September upon receipt of the 
enrollment certification by the 
college. In most cases the first 
check will be only a portion of 
the usual monthly check since 
many schools did not have a full 
month’s session in September. For 
all subsequent checks no action 
is required by the college. How¬ 
ever, the veteran must certify his 
attendance at the end of each 
month to the VA; otherwise he 
will not get paid. 

The VA said that some vet¬ 
erans had experienced delays in 
receiving their first checks dur¬ 


ing the summer session. Most of 
these late payments occurred as a 
result of the veteran’s failing to 
supply the college with his en¬ 
rollment certificate for comple¬ 
tion and return to the VA by 
the school. 

Receipt of this form will per¬ 
mit the VA to make the initial 
payment to college level students. 
For students below college level, 
monthly certifications of attend¬ 
ance are required beginning with 
the first month. 

In cases where the student en¬ 
rolls, then changes his courses to 
a reduced number of hours, it is 
the responsibility of the veteran 
to return his check for adjust¬ 
ment.

charge that is other than dis¬ 
honorable or if less than 181 days 
he must have been discharged or 
released for a service-connected 
disability. 

These veterans will be eligible 
for one month of education for 
each month or fraction of a month 
that they were on active duty. 

Courses may be taken at ap¬ 
proved colleges and universities, 
vocational schools, correspondence 
schools and at high school level. 
Approval of the institution will 
be made by the Mass. Dept, of 
Education. Foreign course approv¬ 
al will be by VA. 

The VA will pay $100 a month 
to those veterans with no depend¬ 
ents who take full-time courses. 
Veterans with one dependent will 
receive $125 a month while those 
with more than one dependent 
will receive $150 a month. 

Proportionate rates will be paid 
those taking part-time courses. 

Earned income of the veteran, 
will not affect his monthly VA 
payment. 

Maximum education will be 36 
months. 

There is no deadline as to when 
a veteran must enter upon his 
education.. Va payment will be 
made only to the eighth annual 
anniversary of his discharge from 
active duty with the exception 
that all veterans will be able to 
participate in the program until 
May 31, 1974, regardless of their 
discharge date,
